Treasurer Menne Keeps Back 
| Overtime Payment Won by 
Judge Sale’s Efforts. 


When 42 clerks in the Election Com- 
missioners’ office went to the City 


Treaseurer’s office Saturday to collect 
$8300 due them for overtime work the 
past two years, they were told by City 
Treasurer Menne that they could not 
eet their checks unless they would con- 
sent to a deduction of 20 per cent to 
pay the fee of Attorney Moses N. Sale, 
who brought suit to compel the city to 
pay the clerks for their extra work. 

Some of the clerks paid the 20 per 
cent, but others refused, and Menne 
held up their checks. 

In an effort to settle the controversy, 
Sale went to the Board of Election 
Commisisoners and endeavored to get 
Commisisoners Wright and Drabelle to 
issue an oider directing the clerks to 
pay the fee. 

Board Will Not Interfere. 
The board refused to interfere on the 


ground that the clerks were working 
under a former board when they put 
‘in the overtime. 

The controversy over the fee arose 
from the fact that some of the clerks 
declared that they had entered into no 
arrangement with Sale to file the suit. 
Charlie Claudius and Thomas Master- 
son, two of the clerks, engaged Sale to 
file the suit and said they had agreed 
that 20 per cent of the amount recov- 
ered should be paid to him as his fee. 

Former Comptroller Taussig refused 
to allow the clerks overtime, holding 
that whether they worked ong hour a 
day or 20 hours, they were entitled to 
their regular salaries only. 


Two Suits Necessary. 
Sale filed one suit against the city 


to compel it to pay the clerks. This 
was decided in their favor by Pudge Al- 
len, but former Treasurer Quick refused 
to make the payment, and suit was filed 
against him. That suit also was de- 
cided in favor of the clerks by Judge 
Cave. : 

Menne told a Post-Disnatch reporter 
that Judge Sale had -written a letter to 
him requesting him to deduct 20 per 
cent from the check of each clerk to 
pay the fee. He said if the clerks re- 
fused to pay the fee he would eventually 
give to them their checks, The amount 
of the fee, on the 30 per cent basis, is 
$1660, or about $40 for each clerk. 

At noon Sale offered to compromise 
with the clerks on a basis of 20 per 
cent of the amount due them at the time 
the suis was filed in November, 1911, 
This was accepted by most of the clerks, 
and Menne delivered their checks, while 
Sale stood at the window and collected 
indtvidually from them. Some of the 
clerks who put in the overtime after the 
suit was filed, refused to pay. Under 
the terms of the compromise, Sale’s fee 
was scaled down from $1660 to $1034.

A LAWYER'S FEE 


UNIVERSITY HEADS 
FAVOR TRAINING, 
NOT MINIMUM WAGE 


Dr. Judson of Chicago, and Dr. 
Harris of Northwestern, 
Commission Witnesses. 


GRADUATES USUALLY WED 


w. T. Abbott, a Banker, Says 
Needs Quickly Would Mount 
Above Legal Figure. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—When the Illinois 
Senatorial Vice and Minimum Wage 
Commissian resumed its quest of the 
light on the relation of low wages to 
vice today, Harry Pratt Judson, pres 
dent of the University of Chicago, was 
called. 

Most college graduates enter business, 
the witness said, and were soon there- 
after financially able to marry. 

“And what becomes of the girl grad. 
uates?” asked Chairman O’Hara. 

“T am happy to say that most of them 
marry,” replied the educator 
' He said that school and college courses 
should be shortened, in order to start 
young men and women on the serious 
business of life earlier. He declared 
that high school studies should _ be 
fewer in number and that these should 
be studied more thoroughly. The fresh- 
man year in college, he said, was large- 
ly a repetition of the serior high schol 
year. 

Many of our young men work their 
way through the university,” Dr. Jud- 
son volunteered. 

‘How much does it cost them?” asked 
Mr. O’Hara. 

“From $400 to $500 a year.” 

Three Class of Workers. 

O’Hara wanted to know whether the 
law should provide a minimum wage 
for minimum efficiency, in response 
to which the witness arranged work- 
ers into three classes, efficient, semi- 
efficient and inefficient. 

“Efficient men will earn more than 
any law can provide,”-said Dr. Jud- 
son, “He'll take care of himself. For 
the semi-efficient we might provide 
industrial training.” The witness had 
no remedy for the inefficient. 

The witness pointed out, answering 
Senator Beali, that not more than 10 
per cent of the school boys of Chi- 
cago go past the first year of hign 
school; then go into business. 

In the Lane High School, where the 
boys are taught handiwork, 75 per 
cent of them finish the course. On the 
subject of the minimum wage, Dr. 
Judson said, “you may provide a min- 
imum wage which will give a man 
what he needs; no l4w can provide t 
wage which will give a man what ho 
wants.” 

Legal Minimum Poor for Banks. 

William T. Abbott, vice-president 
of the Central Trust Co., was the next 
witness. 

Replying to O’Hara, Abbott said 
“the men who are fitted for bank 
work are not the kind who marry un- 
less they could afford it.” He 
thought a man could marry on $1000 
if he did not try to follow the pace 
of wealthier neighbors—to make a 
“splurge.”’ 

Asked what he thought of a mini- 
mum wage law, Abbott said: 

“T believe that the establishment 
of a minimum wage in a bank would 
be the most efficient method of de- 
stroying efficiency that human inge- 
nuity could devise.” 

“But haven’t you a minimum wage 
in your bank?” asked O’Hara. 

“Yes and no,” replied the banker. 
“There does seem to be a wage fixed 
“Do you see the difference between 
by custom for starters.” 

“Do you see the difference between 
a minimum wage fixed by law and 
one fixed by custom?” 

“Oh, yes, by custom no employer 
can pay an employe more than he 
earns; by law we have to.” 

A. W. Harris, president of the North- 
western University, Evanston, followed 
the banker. He said that every girl 
should be given at least the rudiments 
of a business education. He believed 
it to be the duty of the community -to 
see that the girl thrown on her own 
resources was able to live respectably. 
He thought the inquiry by the commis- 
sion along this line legitimate, he told 
the commission in reply to a question. 

‘“E. H. Harriman left a fortune of 
$100,000,000,"" remarked Dr. Harris, ‘yet 
that was not too much compensation 
for a rare individual who made whole 
railroad systems more efficient and in- 
directly worked to the welfare of hun- 
dreds of thousands of working men and 
women. It is a fact, too, that when 
great fortunes pass to inefficient heirs 
they find their way to efficient outsid- 
ers. 

“T wish to say, however, that in my 
observation the rich man’s son is not 
necessarily inefficient. The converse 
is frequently true. Many an ordinary 
son of a rich man has developed won- 
derfully because he had to take care 
of his fortune. Take the sons of the 
great Chicago packers, for instance. | 
don’t know of one of them who is not 
the business equal, or maybe superior, 
of his father. Such men are needed by 
the community, because they make pos- 
sible the welfare of less gifted individ- 
uals, They are organizers, leaders.”’ 

Abbott recalled himself to the stand, 
fearing his attitude had not been made 
plain in his first testimony. 

“My opinion is this,’’ he said, “if the 
law should give $800 a year to the man 
who said. he couldn't live on $600, that 
man’s ‘needs’ would immediately jump 
to $1000 or $1100. That is a matter of 
every-day fact and knowledge.” 

The last witness before the commission 
adjourned without date was Leonard A. 
Busby, president of the Chicago City 
Railway Co. Four thousand employes 
of the company, he said, earned an av- 
erage of $71.50 a month and many of 
them saved money on it. 

“Living is the problem of the individ- 
ual,” he replied. “I have heard a $175 
office man talking with a $300 office 
man and both agreed that they could

He was going over papers at the 
bank, at the close of a day’s bulsinéss, 
when he was stricken.

It is believed that worry over 
bank afairs helped to bring on the fatal 
attack. 

Ward was the brother-in-law of Hina 
C. Schult, for many years the political 
boss of Pemiscot County. 

The belief is generally held here, based 
on the piecing together of fragments 
of information, that *° > bank’s short- 
age, at the beginning of the investiga- 
tion, was upwards of $400,000. The fe- 
port of ithe bank examiners, to be filed 
in a few days at Jefferson City, will 
disclose, it is believed, that a shortage 
of at least $800,000 existed when they 
began their work. 

Tried to Adjust Shortage. 

It was learned today that officials of 
the bank have been, for the past month, 
trying to adjust things without the aid 
of the State Banking Department.

My husband could have let it 
fail and, if he had been a rascal, he 
could have run away, but he tc'd the 
directors what the conditiot.s were, con- 
fcssed his own part in bringing those 
conditions about and resigned and Uncle 
Jchr Cunningham has oeer acting as 
cashier since. 

“Clel could have escaped, but he 
stood pat and we have turned over 
town property and farm iands worth 
$150,000 to secure the part cf tns short- 
age that is chargeable td tny husband. 
He is not responsible for all of it. 
Another is responsible for part of it. 
The estate has turned over $100,000 worth 
of property. There are claims for 
smaller amounts against some others, 
but so far as I know that total is not 
much above $250,000. 

“My husband was born and raised 
here. Everybody knows him. His 
father was equally wé@il known. His 
grandfather was one of the early set- 
tlers. Clel has always been a hard 
worker. His people were wealthy, but 
his parents died when he was young 


and they believed in hard work. He is 
very energetic and too enterprising. 
Thats his great fault. He undertakes 
too much. He has worked hard, day 
and night, for the bank. 

Irregularities of Long Standing. 

“The irregularities there began 17 or 
18 years ago, before my husband was 
connected with the bank. He went 
there first as a bookkeeper. Afterward 
he became assistant cashier and then 
cashier. William A. Ward was presi- 
dent. Six or seven years ago my hus- 
band discovered what had been going 
on. He told me. He always told me 
everything. But he did not tell anyone 
else. 

“He was in large enterprises for 
which large amounts of money were 
needed. He fell Into the temptation of 
borrowing money from the bank, as 
others had done, but he always had 
enough property to secure the bank 
from loss. I advised against some of 
the things he was doing, but I thought 
that he knew more about such things 
than I and I always signed everything 
he asked me to sign. 

“President Ward's son, Thomas B. 
Ward, was put in as bookkeeper, and 
afterward became assistant cashier. 

“The directors never took an active 
part. They trusted my husband, and 
left everything to him. I blame them 
for what has happened. If they had 
takcn an active interest in the bank’s 
affairs, and attended to their duties, my 
husband would not have borrowed to 
excess. They trusted him too much. 
They threw everything on him.

$1 000,000 HOTEL 
AT TWELFTH AND 
~ OLIVEIS PLANNED 


Arrangements for Fine Hostelry 
Revealed Through Application 
for Vacation of Alley. 


That plans have been completed for 
a 10-story hotel at the northeast corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets, to cost, it 
is said, more than $1,000,000, was re- 
vealed Friday night by the introduction 


in the Municipal Assembly of an or- 
dinance to vacate the alley between 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets. The pro- 
moters of the hotel have leased 255 feet 
fronting on Olive street, and 126 feet 
on Twelfth street for the site of the 
new hotel, which probably will be op- 
erated by the Ritz-Carlton Co. of New 
York. 

The promoters offer the city $3000 as 
compensation for vacating the alley 
Contracts for the construction of the 
hotel are to be awarded as soon as the 
bill is passed. If the bill is not held 
up, the foundations of the new hotel 
will be laid this fall. 

Harry W. Blodgett, former United 
States District Attorney at St. Louis, 
represents the promoters. He prepared 
the vacation ordinance, which was in- 
troduced in the House of Delegates voy 
Speaker Gazzolo. 

Blodgett told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Saturday that the hotel would be the 
finest in the West, being conducted 
somewhat on the order of the Black- 
stone of Chicago. 

The money for building the hotel will 
be raised in New York through Willian 
White & Sons. Negotiations with the 
Ritz-Carlton Co. to manage the hotel 
have been opened. The plans for the 
hotel were drawn by Herman Lée Mea- 
dor of New York, who prepared the 
plans for Hotel McAlptn. 

The land for the hotel has been ac- 
quired under a 99-year lease.

The 
assessed valuation of the Washington 
University property is $4,353,550. 

Members of the Board of Trustees 
of Washington University, among them 
three lawyers, John F. Lee, Isaac H. 
Lionberger and Charles Nagel, declare 
that under a charter granted to Wash- 
ington University by the State in 1848 
the university is not restricted as to 
the land or real estate it may hold free 
of taxation. A test case against the 
university was made some years ago, 
according to the trustees, and the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri held that so 
long as the income from the university 
property is devoted to the educational 
purposes of the institution no tax can 
be levied upon it. 

It is contended that St. Louis Uni- 
versity and other private educational 
institutions in St. Louis have extensive 
realty holdings which are not taxed. 

Members of the Municipal Assembly 
say they question the constitutionality 
of the law making all school property 
exempt and they are in favor of pro- 
ceedings to renew the issue in the 
courts.

It is plain, also, 
that the committee in its report will 
recommend to the Senate that in the 
f:ture Senators who are interested in 
various schedules of a tariff bill shall 
refrain from voting upon these sched- 
ules. 

Senator Townsend (Republican) of 
Michigan, beet sugar Republican, 
charged before the committee that the 
President 3; guilty of lobbying, alleging 
that he is coercing Senators by holding 
back appointments in order to force 
through the Undervood bill in substan- 
tially the same form <s it came from 
the House. 

Reed and Walsh Defend President. 

Senators Reed and Walsh indignantly 
resented any intimation that President 
Wilson had used patronage or threats 
to force anyone to support free sugar 
or free wool, or to support the bill as 
a whole, and Reed forced Townsend to 
admit that he did not know if any Sen- 
ator who had made such a charge, nor 
could he mention the name of any other 
person who would say that the Presi- 
dent was ecuilty of coercing Senators. 
Townsend said all he knew about the 
matter was what he had read in the 
daily press. 

This morning, in planning the work 
for next week, members of the sub- 
committee expressed the opinion that 
the charge that the President was a 
lobbyist was too indefinite to warrant 
investigation. At the White House no 
concert was expressed over Town- 
send’s charge, the President being will- 
ing to trust to the people for an hon- 
est opinion as to whether he was 
wielding ‘‘a patronage club.” 

Townsend, in making his charge that 
the President is a lobbyist, placed this 
construction upon the meaning of the 
word: 

‘In the broad sense a lobbyist is a 
person whose business it is to promote 
or prevent legislation on some particu- 
lar subject. In the narrower sense us24 
by the President in his recent published 
statement and as understood generally 
I believe, by the public, a lobbyist s 
a person whose business it is ta se- 
cure or prevent some particular legis- 
lation by the use of means which, by 
intelligent, right-minded men, are con- 
sideagd improper, such as the offer er 
payment of money or other things of 
value, extending favors or entertain- 
ment to legislators, by insidious threats 
of political opposition, by holding out 
prospects of political rewards and with. 
holding patronage or by using any 
other device calculated and intended ‘o 
induce the law maker to do what he 
knows he ought not to do and what ts 
contrary to his ideas of what is proper 
for him to do as a representative of 
his constituents. 

How President Works. 

“The worst approach to undue influ- 
ence,”” he centinued, “has been the in- 
fluence exerted by the President and 
by the use of the party caucus. Some 
Senators whe are against the Under- 
wood bill will support it because of fear 
of antagonism on the part of the Ad- 
ministration. Because of the insinua- 
tion that 2. lobby exists Senators wiit 
refrain from voting for amendments 
to the Underwood Dill.” 

Reed wanted to know if Townsend 
classed a President as a lobbyist. 

“From the information accessible to 
the general public,” replied Townsend. 
“TI would place him in this category.” 

“Can you bring before this commit- 
tee any human being who will state rs 
a fact that the President has withheid 
any appointment from a Senator or 
Representative in order to ogc him 
into voting for the Underw bill?” 
asked Reed. 

Townsend replied that he could not. 

“Do you know from any reliable hu- 
man being that President Wilson has 
ever put pressure upon any member 
of Congress in order to force that man 
teens — 
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to vote against his convictions?’ Reed 
asked. 
Townsend replied that the only infor- 
mation he had in this respect came 
from the newspapers. 
Townsend was called upon to produce 
the name of any Senators’ who were 
being held in line, as he charged, by 
the President. The Michigan Senator 
said he could not give any names. 
Factory Closing Threats Improper. 
“A man who threatens to close his 
factory Or to create a panic if Congress 
does thus and so, is a lobbyist of the 
worst character,”’ declared Senator Kern 
of Indiana. “This does not apply, of 
course, to men who are sincere and 
honest in their presentation of their 
case,”’ he added. 
The Senator said he believed letters 
and telegrams which interested parties| 
had sent to members of Congress to 
falsely represent conditions in their 
home state were to the “highest de- 
gree improper,”’ and that a great deal 
of work had been done during the pres- 
ent tariff session by outside parties 
trying to manufacture sentiment. 
Senator Warren of Wyoming, in- 
dorsed the sentiments expressed earlier 
in the day by Senator Townsend, that 
effective influence had been exerted by 
President Wilson. “If the President 
has the right,” he said, “* t> send for 
a Senator and urge him to vote in a 
certain way, surely a Senator has the 
same right to try to influence a fel- 
low Senator.” Warren said he hela 
$500,000 worth of stock in the “‘Warren 
Live Stock Co. ef Wyoming, which 
owns from 50,000 to 60,000 head of sheep. 
He Wants to Vote on Wool. 
He said he believed the President had 
gone further than he ought in influ- 
encing members of Congress, and had 
used excessive pressure. Warren de- 
clared his interest in sheep would not 
affect his vote on the tariff in any 
way, and that he did not consider it 
necessary to refrain from voting on any 
schedule. 
The committee adjourned until Mon- 
day.

Thomas H. West.and B. F. Winchell, 
receivers of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railroad Co. (Frisco System), are 
getting together on a program for the 
rehabilitation of the property, follow- 
ing a conference early in the week with 
Federal Judge Sanborn at St. Paul. 

It is generally understood that the first 
important step will be the issuance of 
receivership certificates to provide for 
the temporary financial needs of the 
company. On this point, however, the 
receivers are sile j 

Receiver West ftold a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the/essential thing at this 
time is patience’on the part of security 
holders 

“We the co-operation of the pub- 
lic,” said he, “and the sooner we re- 
ceive this support the better it will be 
for all. The Frisco is a great railroad. 
It is essentially a St. Louis enterprise 
and the upbuilding of its lines through 
the Southwest means much for the fu- 
ture of this city. I believe the situation 
with respect to the condition of the 
Frisco is better than the public generally 
has . been. led. to. believe. 


., Will Not Discuss Management. 
‘“Many reports have been current. 


Some of them are true and others are 
not true. It is not within my province 
as receiver to discuss the family af- 
fairs of the Frisco. Courtesy to the 
Court demands that I refrain from ‘an- 
swering public comments on several 
matters’ relating to this receivership.”’ 

Receiver West avoided questions as to 
the financial policy of the former Frisco 
management. He was asked about the 
purchase by the Frisco System of the 
St. Louis, Brownsville &° Mexico Rail- 
road, which was backed by a syndicate 
composed of himself and others. The 
déal was consummated Dec. 1, 1909. 

“There was nothing to that transac- 
tion to warrant an unfavorable criticism 
of the Frisco management so far as 1 
am aware,’’ said West. “The Browns- 
ville road was regarded as a valuable 
adjunct to the Frisco. I do not know 
that’ any St. Louisans made a ‘arxe 
profit out of the sale, if any, outside of 
interest on their investment. 


i _ Brownaville Road Crippled. 
It is true the Brownsville road to 


date has not proved a prodfitalbi» invest- 
ment for the Frisco,’ but there have been 
good reasons why its earnings have not 
shown more favorably. The New Or- 
leans: end of that line was not in op- 
eration for.60 days: because of floods. 
Other parts of the road suffered from 
the same cause. That in itself is enough 
tc cripple, any railroad. 

“The, receivership {s not an easy an- 
dertaking,” he continued.

Dr. Apolant demanded 
that a medical court of honor should 
deal with the matter, but Prof. Landau 
said: this was a matter wherewith the 
association could not concern itself. 


Doctor’s American Trip. 
In the course of the discussion it was 


pointed ont by several members that 
the association was considered in some 
respects to be responsible for Dr. Fried- 
mann’s American trip, owing to the fact 
that he was permitted to make his first 
statements before the association. The 
chairman pointed out that, although Dr. 
“riedmann knew the value of = such 
statements before such association, he 
had been given no privileges other than 
those extended to all members. 

It was further explained that the fact 
that three members of the association 
had accepted the New York World’s and 
the Post-Dispatch’s invitation to report 
on Dr. Friedmann’s German patients, 
was welcome, because their action would 
remove any imaginable cause of com- 
plaint against the association.

THE VITAL POINT. 


When all the facts in the financiering of the 
Frisco system are before the public, definite con- 
clusions will be in order. But, regardless of how 
far it may then be necessary to criticise or con- 
demn speculative methods of financing, there 
ought to be no confusion of ideas on the vital 
point of business method. 

In this case the vital point belongs to great and 
permanent success in railroad business in the 
United States, now ard hereafter. Now and here- 
after, great railroad business ‘or us must be in- 
tensive. The soundly financed system whose 
maifi line increases its feeders until it reaches the 
maximum number of towns and serves the -maxi- 


mum number of people in its territory ought to 


be the greatest business success. This is the logic 
of the present, as it must be of the future. 

The extensive method which belonged to Amer- 
ican success in the Nineteenth Century now be- 
longs to Asia and Africa. Our imperative Ameri- 
It is no- 
where more imperative than in the South and 
West. As business, it is nowhere better busi- 
ness than in the states for which St. Louis is the 
midcontinental railroad center. The steady ad- 
vance on the Southwestern States depends on 
multiplying the feeders of the main lines of sys- 
tems already operating. The great and perma- 
nent success of constructive genius will be real- 
ized in answer to this obvious demand. Over- 
estimating it may be temporarily hazardous. 
{gnoring it would be permanently fatal. 

In Missouri and its neighboring states, the only 
question now on the mileagé of main lines is of 
whether or not there is. a surplusage. The work 
of supplying these main lines with adequate feed- 
ers has hardly begun. It is very great work. It 
has very great business success in it. The men 
who lead in it are the men of the future in Amer- 
ican railroad business.

Commenting on language as she is coined, a 
commentator in the valued New York Sun calls 
attention to a contract between two parties in 
Manchester, N. Y., that contains the term “stipi- 
fied,” which appears to be a confusion of stipu- 
lated and specified. The wordmonger while 
admiring the novelty suggests a special and appro- 
priate use for it. Says he: 

Having read the reports of recent court

Preciosity and politeness prevent recourse to such 
gross and exaggerative slang es ‘‘spifflicated,” but 
the nicest discrimination will not hesitate at 
“stipified” to hint the faintest’ shade or glow of 
—bonhomie, let us say. It is infinitely more 
refined than the Spanish “poco bunero,” or “little 
bun.” For a ge:tieman, or eke a lady, to say to 
another casually: “I met Col. Culpeper and Col. 
Todhunter this afternoon, and they seemed to be 
slightly stipified,” would be quite within the pro- 
prieties as indicating that the Colonels in question 
exhibited an infinitesimal modicum of good spir- 
its—not enough to hurt a baby. 

“Stipified,” with its dainty suggestiveness and 
at the same time its artistic connotation of stip- 
ple, which means to apply paint in spots, is assured 
of a cordial admission to polite speech. 
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If the short ballot with the merit system means 
increased power for municipal bosses and big 
cinches, why are not the bosses and big cinches

An ordinance absurd on the face of it, and 
impossible of being complied with is about to 
be forced on the shoulders of produce dealers, 
requiring the screening of foodstuffs and com- 
pelling them to elevate the same 18 inches above 
the sidewalk. . The bulk of the foodstuffs han- 
dled by the produce dealers is sold between 12 
&. m. and 4 a. m., when the flies and the critics 
alike are sound asleep. Potatoes, apples, onions, 
cabbage, watermelons, rutabagas, turnips, car- 
rots, canteloupes, oranges, lemons, limes, grapeé- 
fruit, pineapples, bananas, cocoanuts, celery, cu- 
cumbers, eggplant, green corn, parsley, peppers, 
radishes, rhubarb, squash, string beans, tomatoes 
and other commodities are either peeled, washed 
or pared before eating, so why handicap men en- 
gaged in the business of distributing these prod- 
ucts to the public by tripping them up with a 
lot of useless embroidery in the way of screéns? 
Making it compulsory to elevate the aforesaid 
food products 18 inches from the sidewalk is 
another joke in the screéning ordinance. The 
elevating foodstuffs 18 inches from the side- 
walk means the lifting and relifting alone of 
from 15,000 to 20,000 pounds of potatoes in a 
day, not counting the thousand of pounds of 
other commodities to be lifted and relifted. Mayor 
Kiel, himself a hard working man in his day, at 
a recent meeting of fruit and produce dealers 
saw the absurdity of endeavoring to make them 
comply with the proposed regulation. 

There is no effort among produce dealers to 
evade any. laws; the dealers as a whole are a 
self-respecting, law-obeying, tax-paying kind of 
men engaged in an honorable enterprise, who 
only ask for what is fair and square to live and 
let live.

When the unfortunate is of the 
feminine gender, this is sometimes an awkward 
mishap, but in the case of little children—who 
are the most numerous users of these fountains— 
the clothes are wet and colds and other ailments 
result. 

Aside from all this, the mechanical construction 
of some of these bubblers is at fault, in that 
when it is not in use the orifice through which the 
water exudes, is dry, permitting flies and other 
infectious insects to light upon it and crawl over 
the surface, as well as penetrate the inside. Re- 
cently a thirsty pedestrian in drinking from one 
such bubbler narrowly escaped a small bug that 
had secreted itself inside the water bowl and 
could not get out before the water. started 
streaming through the opening. Moreover, it 
sometimes happens—be it said to their shame— 
that men who chew tobacco will rinse their 
mouths at these bubblers, and deposit the un- 
sightly contents directly in the bowl, where it 
remains to greet the next would-be drinker. For 
these reasons the bubblers, as now constructed, 
are a failure. Instead of correcting the evil, 
they enlarge upon it im another form.

ECENTLY the papers told of a 

R man who had not missed a 

working day from his desk job 

for 47 years. The papers men- 

tioned this fact in announcing his 
death. 

There are no available facts upon 
which to base a presumption that he 
might have lived a few years longer had 
he pulled down the lid of his desk for 
a few weeks each year and gone off 
somewhere and forgotten the job and 
enjoyed himself. But that presumption 
is a fair one all the same, without any 
actual concrete facts to sustain it. And 
there is no manner of doubt that this 
man would have got a good deal more 
out of life had he declined to be so 
shackled to his desk. 

Parts of machinery that move in a 
groove have to be renewed pretty often. 
They wear out quickly. The human 
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penance that has jong been, out of 
date, 


organism is a machine of very high 
resisting powers, but the human ma- 
chine resembles the inanimate machine 
in respect of its ability to withstand 
the grind. The worn machine can go 
on working, of course, but it shows a 
lot of what the mechanicians call “lost 
motion” and its efficiency is on the de- 
crease all the time. Some very level- 
headed experts on the subject of cutlery 
affirm that even so inanimate and un- 
Imaginative’ object as a razor occa 
sionally needs a “‘rest.’’ The razor, with 
constant usage, becomes wiry, ineffi- 
cient, out of sorts. St is not sharpen- 
ing that it needs. It requires a “rest.” 
And when it gets its “rest” it gives far 
better service when it is taken up again. 

Efficiency is the most important 
word in modern life, in the sense of 
on-the-jJobness. But efficiency does 
not mean that its possessor must 
make a fetish of it.| Generally speak. 
ing, the most efficient folk are those 
who are wholly unconscious of their 
efficiency. When we begin to make 
efficiency a mania we are inadvert- 
ently undermining our efficiency to 
just the extent of our adherence to 
the mania. Efficiency is a normal, 
not a morbid, virtue or quality. And 
the man whose efficiency or on-the. 
jobness is not improved by the right 
sort of a vacation simply does not 
exist. 

The job will keep. The work can 
or ought to wait. Man, being human, 
needs renewal. We begin to get a 
better grasp of the meaning of life 
when we ascertain that we are not 
indispensable. Modern business con- 
ditions permit of and call for every 
man having a vacation. Not to take 
the vacation out of an over-ripe con- 
ecientiousness is an injurious form ef 


NW an article on the “Control of 
Rabies,” in the American Journal 
of the Medical Sciences Dr. Henry 
Albert says that the disease is al- 

most world-wide, the only continent free 

of it being Australia, and, in America, 
the only state that reports no cases is 

Montana. The following excerpts 

should prove of value to those who 

are interested in the suppression of 
this terrible malady. 

Immediate Local Treatment.—The 

development of the disease can be 

largely prevented by treatment of 
the wound with some caustic, prefer- 
ably nitric acid. Cauterization should, 
of course, be done as soon as possible 
after the wound is inflicted. Experi- 
ments performed in the research la- 
boratory of the New York City De- 
partment of Health indicate that the 
application of nitric acid ts of value 
even if such application be delayed 
for 24 hours. Dr. Park believes that 

“in the case of small wounds all the 

treatment probably indicated will be 

thorough cauterization with nitric 
acid within 12 hours from the time 
of infection. 

Pasteur Antirabic Treatment.,—The 

Pasteur treatment has largely robbed 

rables of its terrors. Previous to 1836, 

when the treatment was first begun at 

the Pasteur Institute in Paris, the mor- 
tality from rabies of persons bitten by 
rabid or presumably rabid animals was 

16 per cent. (Leblanc.) Since that time 

more than 30,000 persons have received 

the preventive treatment at the Paris 

instifute, with a mortality of only .5 

of 1 per cent. The Pasteur treatment !s 

given in most of the countries of the 

globe, and through the Public Healtl: 

Service is made available in every 

state of the United States. The results 

at other institutes have been practical- 
ly the same as those of the institute at 

Paris. However efficient this treatment 

has been in preventing the development 

of the disease in Infected individuals 
it is probable that the safety assured by 
the treatment has caused a relaxation 
in the enforcement of regulations aim- 
ing at the control of the disease in dogs 
and other lower animals. Dr. T. Murillo 
recently informed me that he believes 
that for the reason mentioned there are 
more cases of rabies in Spain at the? 
present time than there were © years 
ago. 

Accurate Diagnosis.—tIn practically 
all countries the clinical diagnosis is 


confirmed whenever possible by a lab- 
oratory examination, consisting of a 
search for Negri bodies or of an animal 
inoculation, or both. The mistake that 
is often made is the killing of the ani- 
mal so soon as rabies is suspected. [f 
the animals are detained and watched 
for the development of the disease in- 
stead of being killed it will be found 
that some of the Pasteur treatment 
which Is now being given is unneces. 
sary, but at the present time advisedly 
administered. 


Mussling-—Wherever rabies is pres- 
ent in a given place all dogs permitted 


to run at large should be kept muzzled 
for a period of at least six months after 
the disappearance of the last case from 
the locality. There is a difference of 
opinion as to the size of the territory In 
which the dogs should be muzzled when- 
ever the disease appears. Certainly it 
should not be less than a city of mod- 
erate size, or in rural communities it 
should not be less than an average-siszed 
township. If several cases occur at 
places several miles apart it is advisa- 
ble to have the regulations enforced 
over an area corresponding to a county. 
If the disease is widespread it is cer- 
tainly best to have the dogs of an en-

His 
eyes were nearly closed and his jaw 
so twisted that he couldn’t bite through 
a piece of milk toast for a week after- 
ward, but I was just breaking my hands 
on him as if I’d been hitting that mar- 
ble statue of Hercules in the museum 
at Naples. On the surface he was a 
pulp, but inside he was as good as ever. 


I expected to win when I fought Jeff 
the second time. But I knew what a 
man he was and I made up my mind 
that if he beat me I'd offer to teach 


him everything I knew and make him 
the greatest heavyweight that ever 
lived.. I traveled with him for months, 
boxed with him every day, trained him 
for Corbett and he outboxed Corbett 
and played with him. That night he 
was the cleverest and strongest 220- 
pound heavyweight that ever pulled on 
a glove. There’s no man in the ring 
like him now, and I believe it'll be a 
long time before’ we see another like 
him, 

Jeffries always fought to win. He is 
as honest as any man that ever pulled 
on a glove. A million dollars couldn’t 
have bought him. The story that the 
Reno fight was ever “‘fixed’’ makes me 
not. Jeff, at his best, would have beat- 
| 


en Johnson in a couple of rounds, good 
as Johnson was. 

Jeff would have beaten Johnson at 
Reno even after six years out of the 
ring if he hadn’t been doped. I know 
he was doped. I arrived from Austra- 
lia and went right out to see Jeff the 
afternoon before the fight. We were 
the greatest friends in the world, but 
when I went up to shake hands, and 
wish him good luck, he stared at me 
as if he didn’t know me. I thought he 
was giving me the cut, and I went 
away, hot under the collar. 

Next day I saw him in the ring, and 
I knew the moment he stood up he was 
drugged. I’ve been drugged myself, 
and I know the effects. A couple of 
months after the fight I went into a 
restaurant in Los Angeles, and one 
night saw Jeff sitting with a party in 
one corner of the room. Remembering 
how he treated me at Reno I tried to 
keep as far away from him as I could. 
He saw me, and coming to where I 
was, picked me up under his arms and 
carried me to his table. I weighed 210 
pounds, and he lifted me around like 
a doll. He didn’t have any of that bull 
strength against Johnson, because. he 
was drugged. 

When he dropped me into a chair 
he leaned ‘over and said: 

“Bob, don’t say a word. They tell me 
you came to see me the afternoon be- 
fore the fight. I’ve been trying to re- 
member it. Sometimes I think I can 
remember seeing you in a hazy sort 
of way. But I’m not sure. There’s no 
man in the world I’d have been more 
anxious to talk.to than you,”

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Members of 
the Senate, fearing that the one-man 
filibuster inaugurated by Senator Jones 
of Washington may delay the work of 
that branch of Congtfess, labored with 
him today to abandon it. The Wash- 
ington Senator is filibustering in pro- 
test against the refusal of the Demo- 
cratic caucus to grant the minority 
members an additional clerk. He anh- 
nounced his intention today to renew 
his campaign when the Senate met 
Tuesday. 

Threats and cajolery alike appeared 
to have little influence on Senator Jones. 
He insisted that he would renew his 
fight when the Senate reconvened and 
that he would follow the tactics he em- 
ployed yesterday and on the preceding 
days, when he showed no mercy and 
played no favorites. 

He objected yesterday wherever the 
Constitution, the rules and the presid- 
ing officer permitted the technical in- 
troduction of bills and resolutions and 
to the consideration of others. 

He resorted five times to the call for 
a quorum and Senators busy with soon: 
mittee work or otherwise engaged were 
farced to enter the chamber and record 
their presence. The members of the 
tariff subcommittee, striving with all 
its might to finish the schedules as- 
signed to it, recessed again and again. 
Most of the Senate is taking the fili- 
buster philosophically, although Ma- 
jority ‘“‘Whip’’ Senator J. Hamilton 
Lewis is unhappy and overworked in his 
role of the dove of peace.

Check for Premium Written Be-

A jury in Judge Jones’ court returned 
a verdict Friday for $173 in favor of 
Mrs. Cora Stout against the Missouri 
Fidelity and Casualty Co., on an acci- 
dent insurance policy taken out by her 
son, Edwin A. Stout. The son, who was 
a chauffeur, was killed Sept. 3 last when 
nis automobile was overturned on the 
Clayton road. 

He had obtained the policy a few 
months before. According to its terms, 
the preMiium, amounting to $2.40, was 
due the first of each month, and, if not 
paid on that date, the policy lapsed. On 
Aug. 31 he wrote a check for the prem- 
ivm due Sept. 1. He did not mail it, 
however, and it was not tendered to the 
insurance company until the day after 
his death, when it was taken to the 
company’s office by a relative. 

The agent, having read a newspaper 
account of Stout’s death, refused to ac- 
cept the check and the company made 
the defense that it was not Hable for 
the claim because the policy had lapsed. 

In reply the plaintiff's counsel argued 
that the company had waived its right 
to such defense because on 8 prevt:-us 
occasion it had accepted payment from 
Stout after the first business day of the 
month and also showed that Stout had 
expected a collector to oall for the 
check. Sunday and Labor Day inter- 
vened and the plaintiff's side claimed 
the check was presented to the defend- 
ant within a reasonable time after the 
first business day in September.
